The conservation question has three 
sides. 
In the first place, the need­ 
less waste of the n atu ral reso u rces 
must be stopped. 
It Is ra pidly b# 
coming a well settled policy ot this 
people that we of this g en eratio n h o ld 
the land in part for the next generation 
and not exclusively for our own sel­ 


fish enjoyment. 
In the second place the natural re­ 
sources must be developed promptly, 
completely, 
and in orderly 
fashion. 
It is not Consevation to leave 
the 
natural resources undeveloped. 
De­ 
velopment is an indispensable part of 


the conservation plan. 


In the third place, so far as possi­ 
ble these resources must be kept for 
the whole people and not handed over 
for exploitation to single individuals. 
W e do not intend to discourage indi­ 
vidual enterprise by unwisely dimin­ 
ishing the reward for that enterprise. 
On the contrary, we believe that the 
men of exceptional abilities should 
have exceptional rewards up to a cer­ 
tain point where the reward becomes 
disproportionate to the service, up to 
the point where the abilities are used 
to detriment of the people as a whole. 
State and Federal Control 
Now, to preserve the general wel­ 
fa re, to see to it that the rights of 
the public are protected and the lib­ 
erty of the individual secured and en­ 
couraged as long as consistant with 
this welfare, and curbed when it be­ 
comes 
inconsistent 
th erewith . It fti 
necessary to invoke the aid of the 
Government. 
There are points in 
which this government aid can best 
be rendered by the States, that is, 
where the exercise 
of States’ rights 
helps to secure popular rights ¡and as j ernm e^ 
to these I believe in States’ rights. But 


who have nationalized the business. 
A ll commerce on a scale sufficiently 
large to warrent any control over it 
by the Government is nowadays inter­ 
state or foreign commerce; and until 
this fact is heartily acknowledged and 
acted upon by both courts and legis­ 
lative bodies, National and State alike 
the interest of the people will Suffer. 
In the matter of Conservation, I 
heartily approve of state action where 
under our form of government the 
^tate, and the State alone, has the ( 
power to act. I cordialy 
join 
with ; 
those who desire to see the S ta te ,; 
within its own sphere take the most ^ 
advanced position in regard to the j 
whole matter of 
Conservation. 
Un-; 
fortunately, in the East we have i n ; 
this matter paid the penalty of 
not' 
having our forest land under National i 
control; and the penalty has been se-: 
vere. 
Most of the States— although | 
they are old States— have not pro- j 
tected their forests, each failing to j 
act itself, because 
the action 
was J 
really the common 
concern of 
all; j 
and 
where 
action 
is the 
common 
concern of all, experience has shown j 
that it can only be profitably under- j 
taken by the National Government. I 
As a result of the impossibility of j 
geting such wise act ion by the several 
State Governments in the East, we 
are 
doing our best 
to get National 
legislation under which the National 
Government, at the 
expense 
of m il­ 
lions of dollars, shall undertake to do 
as regard the Appalachians and W hite 
Mountains of the East what it is now' 
doing in the Rocky Mountains here 
out W est. It would be both a calam ity 
and an absurdity for the National Gov- 
now to do in the W est the 
very thing that at a heavy pecuniary

The enormous importance of power 
sites to the future industrial develop- 
authority of the National Government 
W’ill secure the rights of the people;

Our people 
have for many years 
proceeded upon the assumption 
that 
tne Nation should control the public j 
land. It is to this assumption of 
N a­ 
tional outlook that we owe our w ise st1 
land legislation, from the Homestead 
lawr to the Irrigation law. 
The wise 
use of our public domain has always j 
been 
conditioned 
upon National ac­ 
tion. The States can greatly help, but 
the Nation must take the lead, as re­ 
gards the land, as regards the forests j 
and waters; and perhaps peculiarly in 
the case of the waters, because alm o st1 
all streams 
are 
really 
inter-State 


streams. 
Coal Lands. 
The same principle applies with pe­ 
culiar force to the coal lands, 
and 
especially to the coal lands in Alaska, i 
whose protection 
and ownership by j 
the Federal Government is so neces-1 
sary, both for full and free in du strial! 
development in the West, and for the I 
needs of our fleet in the Pacific. The j 
coal mines should be leased, not sold, 
and those who mine the coal shoud 
pay back a part of the profit to 
the j 
people, it is the right and duty of the 
people to demand the most vigilant : 
trusteeship on that part of that branch j 
of the Federal Government in charge 
of the fuel resources of the 
United j 


States. 
The Neutral Ground. 
Remember also that many of the men 
who protest 
loudly against effective 
National action would be the first to 
turn round and protest 
again State ; 
action if such action in its turn be­ 
came effective, and would then unhes-: 
itatingly invoke the law to show that 
it is by no means impossible, in cases 
of Constitutional doubt, to get one set 
of judicial decisions which render 
it 
difficult for the Nation to act, and an­ 
other set which 
render it impossible 
for the State to act. 
In each case the 
privileged beneficiaries of the decision 
invoke the aid of those who treat the 
Constitution, not as a healthy aid to 
growth, but 
as a fetish 
to prevent 
growth; and they assail the advocates 
of wise and cautious progress as being 
opponents of the Constitution. 
If there is one thing which is more 
unwise than another, it is the creation 
by legislative, by executive, or by ju­ 
dicial action of a neutral ground 
in 
which neither the State nor the Na­ 
tion has power, and which can serve 
as a place of refuge for the lawless , 
man, and especially for the lawless j 
man of great wealth, who can hire the 
best legal counsel to advise him how 
to keep his abiding place equally dist­ 
ant from the uncertain frontiers 
of 
both State and National power. 
The Forest Service has enemies be­ 
cause it is effective. Some of its best j 
work has been met with the bitterest j 
opposition. For example, it has done a 
real 
service 
by hocking 
the 
road 
against the grabbers of water power, 
and • again 
by standing 
like a rock 
against the demands of bogus mining | 
concerns to exploit the Nationa For-j 
j ests. 
1 
Much of the opposition to the Forest 


1 service, like much of the opposition to ; 
! Conservation, takes the form of direct j 
misrepresentation. 
For example, the 


1 cry is often heard that the National j 
Forests inclose great areas of agri- j 
i cultural land which are thus put be-; 
yond the reach 
of settlement. 
The 
statement seems 
plausible 
only till 
the facts are known, in the first place, 
; Congress has specially provided 
th a t, 
! whatever agricultural land there may i 
be in any National Forest shall 
be j 
open, under 
proper 
safeguards, to j 
homestead 
settlement. 
And 
in 
the 
second place, when the opponents of 
Conservation are asked to point 
out 
the great stretches of inclosed agri- j 
cultural land on the ground and in the 
presence of experts, 
instead of 
in 
speeches in a hall, they fail. 
The Reclamation Service. 
L ik e the Forest Service, the Recla­ 
mation Service has clashed with cer­ 
tain private interests, and has had to 
pay the penalty of its service to 
the 
public in the form of bitter opposition 
from those with whose profit It 
has j 
interfered. 
The cry has been raised 
against it that the Government must 
not do for its citizens at a less cost i 
what private interests are ready to 
make them pay for at higher prices. 
Now, I believe fully in the private de­ 
velopment of irrigation projects which 
the 
Government 
cannot 
undertake. 
There is a large and legitim ate field 
for such work. Bu t the essential thing 
is to make homes on the lands, not to 
enable individuals to profit from the 
necessities 
of the men who 
make 
those homes. There is no more war­ 
rant for objecting to the reclamation 
of arid lands by the Government than 
there would be to protest against the 
Government for patenting agricultural 
lands directly to the actual settler, in­ 
stead of through a middleman, who 
could make a profit from the transac­ 
tion. The men who assert their right 
to get something for themselves 
at 
the cost of the community instead of 
by service to the community we have 
always had with us, and doubtless we 
always shall. But there is no reason 
why we should yield to them. 
The 
Reclam ation Service has not done so, 
and that is the chief reason for

Windmills are said to hav e been in­ 
trodu ced into Eng land by the Knig hts 
of St. John, who observ ed them in u se 
among the Saracens in the Cru sades, 
bu t how long they had been in ex ­ 
istence before this it is not possible to 
ascertain. 
A water mill was bu ilt in 
Bohemia in the y ear 7 18,* for an old 
chronicler mentions it. g oing on to say 
that "before that time all the mills in 
Bohemia were windmills set u pon the 
su m mit of hills." 
For hu ndreds of y ears windmills 
w*ere among the most important ad­ 
ju ncts of indu stry , y et they hardly 
chang ed from the ru de and primitiv e 
desig n of earliest day s. 
They were 
fix ed in one position, and so cou ld only 
be worked when the wind blew from 
a certain qu arter, while the fou r sails 
boasted no slats or checking apparatu s 
of any kind, which mu st hav e been 
most inconv enient at times. 
The first idea of arrang ing a mill so 
that it cou ld be worked “whene'er the 
wind did blow” was that of tethering 
an ordinary mill in the middle of a 
pond by means of ropes. 
When the 
wind shifted the ropes were loosed 
au d the mill drag g ed arou nd u ntil the 
sails were cau g ht by the wind, and it 
was then ag ain tethered u s before. 
Later on a g reat pole, which was 
worked on the principle of a tu rntable, 
was affix ed to the mill. 
Not u ntil 1500 
did Holland, the land of windmills. 
Introdu ce a mov able dome carry ing 
the sail ax le. The dome ran o d rollers 
and was shifted arou nd by means of 
the pole mentioned abov e. 
These an­ 
cient mills were often of massiv e bu ild, 
being made of brick or stone, and later 
entirely of wood.—London Globe.

Remove the skins from the fruit. 
Stick a bit of cinnamon and clove into 
each. 
To six pounds of fruit weigh 
three pounds of sugar and add one and 
one-half pints of vinegar.

few pieces of stick cinnamon. 
When 
boiling hot drop in peaches enough to 
cover the surface and cook till you 
can pierce the sides easily with a sil­ 
ver fork. 
When cold put in glass cans 
or small earthen crocks.
